Will Record, Arrival _ of 
Wiley Post Expected 
Here During Night 


Four and maybe more planes are 
speeding towards Edmonton today 
from widely separated points as the 
impending arrival of Wiley Post, 
solo globe circler, makes the civic 
airport the focus of aviation news 
all over the world. 

Captain James A. Bell, airport 
manager, said that he expected 
Post to arrive here around 2 a.m. 
on Friday. He is expected at 
Nome, Alaska, at around 11 o'clock 
in the forenoon, or noon, Thursday. 

Everything at the airport is in 
readiness for the arrival of the 
speedy Post, who is scheduled to 
wait here for 15 minutes. A quick 
shower, a sandwich, whilé mech- 
anies change his oil and pump 500 
gallons of gas into the tanks of 
Winnie Mae. Then Post will take 
off for New York on the last lap of 
his spectacular flight. 

Three planes carrying radio and 
news reel men are now on their 
way here from Regina and Chicago 
to record in suund and picture the 
arrival of Post. And there will be 
ea few reporters there too 

E. T. Bushnell, of the Canadian 
Radio commission is on his way 
here farom Regina; Charlie Lyon 
and Jim Cook, of the National 
Broadcasting company network, are 
due in from Chicago, while a third 
plane carrying sound and movie 
equipment is also expected this 
afternoon.

Representatives of the great exporting 
countries are said to have reached an ac- 
cord with the Danubian countries as to 
how much wheat is to be offered for sale 
to the importing countries. 

The next step in “regimenting’” the 
world wheat supply will be to get the im- 
porting countries to agree to be content 
with the amount of bread rations thus 
prescribed for them by the exporters. 
Unless an accord is reached on that point 
also, the chance is that the importing 
nations, instead of tightening their belts 
or taking to a spinach diet, will plant more 
of their own acres to wheat, as they did 
when the exporting countries some years 
ago began to talk about cutting down their 
supplies from abroad. 

That little matter attended to, the next 
thing necessary will be to make an accord 
with the elements as to how much wheat 
is to be grown in a year. That will be more 
difficult still, as the farmers of western 
Canada can testify. Last year they grew 
about 450,000,000 bushels of wheat. Estim- 
ates are that they may have less than 
300,000,000 bushels this year from as 
large an acreage. Plainly an accord will 
have to be secured with the grasshoppers 
and the weather if the future supply of 
wheat is to be decided beforehand with 
mathematical precision.

THROWING AWAY MONEY 


Dr. Hans Luther, former Chancellor of 
Germany, and now German ambassador 
to the United States, explained in New 
York why his country slammed a tariff 
of $1.72 per bushel against foreign wheat. 
That was done, he says, to compensate the 
German farmer for having less fertile soil 
and less sunshine than wheat-growers in 
other countries. Germany not being natur- 
ally adapted to wheat production, this 
means was taken to equalize the disadvan- 
tages and make it possible to the German 
farmer to grow wheat and sell it. 

That is the essential purpose, and the 
avowed object, of the whole system of 
“protectionist” tariffs by which the na- 
tions have isolated and impoverished 
themselves. They have gone bankrupt 
bolstering up unprofitable industries in 
countries to which these were not suited. 

If the London conference was to succeed 
there would have had to be a general 
abandonment of that principle and a re- 
turn to the idea that each country should 
produce what it can produce best and 
cheapest, exchanging ils su plus of those 
products for things which can be produced 
better and cheaper somewhere else That 
way international trade can be revived, 
and in that way alone. 

World free trade is not practicable. But 
it has to be freer trade or continued stag- 
nation. A modification of tariffs to non- 
prohibitive levels, maintained rather for 
the purpose of raising revenuc than the 
purpose of excluding foreign products is 
entirely possible, but since that is not to 
result from the conference there 1s little 
prospect of any general and permanent 
betterment of conditions being achieved 
through the discussions there 


THE CONFERENCE 
SHAKE-UP 


NEEDS A 


The steering committee of the economic 
conference adopted the advice of the 
drafting committee, that the gathering 
may a8 well disperse at the end of next 
week. But with a proviso that care be 
taken to “avoid any note of finality” in the 
break-up proceedings. 

The delegates are to part, but not with- 
out hope that they may meet again. The 
conference will remain technically in being, 
and liable to be reconvened if and when 
the chairman thinks that would be worth 
while. 

The object, it is stated, is that by merely 
adjourning the gathering the tariff truce 
will be kept alive, since this stand - pat 

ment is to hold until the conference 
actually dissolves. It is considered neces- 
sary to thus maintain the fiction of inter 
national collaboration in order to restrain 


‘ 


the nations from further commercial hos- 
tilities. Left to themselves they might 
start a fresh campaign in the tariff war 
they have been waging against each other, 
and raise the barriers against world trade 
even higher than they now are. 

Which is another way of saying that the 
governments which are represented at the 
conference do not trust each other to 
refrain from imposing still more damaging 
blockades of trade. 

If that is their own estimate of cach 
other, and if all they can agree upon is 
to not hoist the obstacles to trade still 
higher, there is plainly little or no prospect 
that the conference as at present con- 
stituted will at any future session either 
remove these obstacles or substantially 
reduce them. 

Tariffs as they Stand have helped ma- 
terially to deadlock the business and in- 
dustry of the world. Those tariffs are, 
generally, what the governments repre- 
sented at the conference have made them. 
To eall the same men, with the same ideas, 
together again next fall or next summer 
to clear away the obstacles they them- 
selves erected and have now refused to 
remove, would only be a further waste of 
time, money and effort. 

What is needed before another session 
of the conference is called is that there 
should be a shake-up in the national 
delegations, so that when it re-assembles 
it may be composed of men who have some 
serious notion of clearing the highways of 
commerce and allowing trade to get mov- 
ing again. That shake-up and reconstruc- 
tion of the conference can only be brought 
about through general elections in the 
countries which have been represented or 
mis-represented in London. 

The people of Canada are entitled to be 
heard from before anybody shall under- 
take to speak for them at future sessions 
of the conference, and to say what ideas 
on tariffs and trade shall be put forward 
in their name. Premier Bennett had no 
more idea of reducing tariffs in London 
than he had at Ottawa. To send him, and 
men of his views on another tariff-reduc- 
ing mission to a world conference would 
only be to repeat the farce that is now 
drawing to its close.

There 
were no political parties at first, 
each leader having a group of 
personal followers, a system 
which lasted for years and was 
the cause of frequent “crises.” 

But although nominally a part 
of the Dominion, British Colum- 
bia did not really become so un- 
til the completion of the Cana- 
dian Pacific in 1886; many times 
during the interval the bond of 
union was near breaking point, 
but patience had its reward at 
last Canada had kept faith; 
British Columbia was in actial- 
ity as in name a part of the Do- 
minion.

Health and Diet Advice 


By Dr. Frank McCoy 


SUMMER TROUBLES OF BABIES AND 
CHILDREN Cont.) 

CHAFING-—Babies may become chafed very eas- 
ily during the summer and the sore, raw surfaces 
may cause distress. Chafling is seen at the neck, 
under the arms, in the creases of the legs or under 
the diaper. In aiding the chafed parts to heal, ob- 
serve the following rules: change diaper as soon as 
soiled; when bathing use @ mild 
soap, rinse and pat dry with 
with a soft towel before apply- 
ing oil to the affected parts; 
dress lightly in soft garments 
of cotton or silk; expose the 
chafed area to sunlight for short 
periods; be sure to rinse all 
soap out of baby clothes. Any 
measures which keep the baby 
from perspiring will be helpful 
as excessive perspiration may 
contribute to chafing. 


POISON IVY RASH —After 
Dr. F. McCoy _ being exposed to the 3-leaf 
poison ivy, the susceptible child will develop the 


roughened and blistered skin, the extreme itching 
and the redness and swelling characteristic of 
poison ivy rash. The poison on the skin may be 
spread by scratching one part and then another 
and for this reason it is wise to try to keep the 
child from scratching. If you have reason to think 
the child has been near any poison ivy plants, it is 
adtisable to scrub the exposed parts with a scrub 
brush dipped in suds from hot water and laundry 
soap. After the rash is fully developed, I would 
suggest that you paint the affected parts twice a 
day with a mild solution of permanganate of potash 
which your druggist will prepare. This is an alkali 
and will counteract any poison that comes to the 
surface. It may be necessary to keep painting the 
skin for several days 

BITES OF INSECTS--Bites and stings of such 
insects as ants, bees, or mosquitoes may cause itch- 
ing and burning. If the stinger is left in the flesh, 
it should be removed with a pair of tweezers Apply 
a paste of baking soda and water or keep the part 
under running cold water. All babies should be 
protected from flies by means of screens or mos- 
quito netting 

DIZZINESS FROM SUN—Sometimes small chil- 
dren run and play too long in the sur and come in 
complaining of dizziness and faintness The best 
plan is to put the child to bed, bathe the face with 
cloths wrung out of cool water, give cool water 
to drink and keep quite. If the feet are cold, 
apply hot water bottles. 

FEVERS—Babies and young children often run 
temperatures from very trifling causes as any ex- 
perienced mother knows. t the first sign of fever, 
upt the child to bed, sponge every two hours with 
cool water, give plenty of water to drink, and 
cleanse the intestines with the small enema. Do not 
give any food whatever. The best way to take the 
temperature in a young child or infant is by rectum. 
Since the baby'’stemperature is higher than for 
adults, you should not consider that he has a fever 
until it goes over 100 degrees 

GENERAL RULES TO KEEP BABY HEALTHY 
DURING SUMMER —Allow plenty of cool water to 
drink, offering it several times a day; dress the 
child lightly during the mid-day hours; allow him 
sunbaths at regular times but control the amount 
of time he is a day strip off all 
clothes and allow to play nude ona clean 
blanket where he con stretch and play; sponge off 
with cold baths during the hottest days; allow 
plenty of fresh air; keep all food absolutely clean 
Such a regimen keeps the baby well 
and contented. Do not allow flies to crawl over 
the bottle or on the dishes used for milk or food. 
This rule is very important during summer.
